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The fcurth Fourthly, Whether they had not beſt to

This oration was made in the language of Diabolus 
himſelf, For although he can, to every man, ſpeak in 
their own larguage (elſe he could not tempt them all 28 
he does) yet he has a language proper to himſelf, and it 
is the language of the infernal cave or black pit.

Then he preſented them his letter, which he had brought 
from Diabolus for them; the which when they had read 
and conſidered, did much augment their gladneſs. They, 
aſſced him after the welfare of their friends, as how their 
lord Diabolus, Lucifer, and Beelzebub did, with the reſt 
of thoſe of the den. To which this Profane made anſwer, 
Well, well, my lords, they are well, even as well as can 
be in their place. They alſo, ſaid he, did ring for joy 
at reading of your letter, as you will perceive by this, 
when you read it, 

Now, as was ſaid, when they had read their letter, and 
perceived that it encouraged them in their work, they fell 
to their way of contriving again, to wit, how they might 
compleat their Diabolian defign upon Manſoul. And the 
rlt thing that they agreed upon was, To keep all things 
rom Manſoul as they could. : 

Let it not be known, let not Manſoul be acquainted 
with what they deſign againſt it. The next thing was, 
How, or by what means they ſhould try to bring to paſs the 
ruin and overthrow of Manſoul, and one ſaid after this 
manner, and another ſaid after that. Then ſtood up mr 
Deceit, and ſaid, My right Diabolonian friends, our lords, 
and the high one of the deep dungeon, do propound un- 
to us theſe three ways. f 

1, Whether we had beſt to ſeek its ruin, by making of 
Manſoul looſe and vain. 

2. Or whether by driving them to doubt and deſpair. 

3, Or whether by endeavouring to blow them up by the 
gunpowder of pride and ſelf-conceit- 

Now I think, if we ſhall tempt them to 
pride, that may do ſomething ; and if we Take heed 
tempt them to wantonneſs, that may help. Manſzul. 
Lat in my mind, if we could drive them into 
delperation, that would knock the nail on the head ; for 
men we ſhould have them, in the firſt place, queſtion - 
te truth of the love of the heart of their Prince towards 
them, and that will diſguſt him much. This, if it works 
well, will make them leave off quickly their way of ſend- 
wy 22titions to him; then farewel earneſt ſolicitations for

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help and ſupply ; for then this concluſion lies naturally be. 
fore them, As good do nothing, as do to no purpoſe. $0 
to mr Deceit they unanimouſly did conſent, 
Then the next queſtion was, But how ſhall 
Take heed we do to bring this our project to paſs ? and 
Manſoul. it was anſwered by the ſame gentleman, That 
this might be the beſt way to do it, even let, 
quoth he, ſo many of our friends, as are willing to ven- 
tore themſelves for the promoting of their prince's cauſe, 
diſguiſe themſelves with apparel, change their names, and 
go into the market like far countrymen, and proffer to 
let themſelves for ſervants to the famous town of Mas- 
foul ; and let them pretend to do for their maſters as be- 
neficially as may be, for by ſo doing they may, if Man- 
foul ſhall hire them, in a little time ſo corrupt and defile 
the corporation, that. her now Prince ſhall be not only 
farther offended with them, but in concluſion ſhall ſpue 
them out of his mouth. And when this is done, our prince 
Diabolus ſhall prey upon them with eaſe : yea, of them- 
ſelves they ſhall fall into the mouth of the eater. 

This project was no ſooner propounded but was as 
highly accepted, and forward were all Diabolonians now 
to engage in fo delicate an enterpriſe ; but it was not 
thought fit that all ſhould do this, wherefore they pitch- 

ed upon two or three, namely, the lord Co- 

Take heed vetonſneſs, the lord Laſciviouſneſs, and the 

Manſoul, lord Anger. The lord Covetouſneſs cal- 

led himſelf by the name of Prudent-thrifty; 

the lord Laſciviouſneſs calied himſelf by the name ot 

* Harmlefſs-mirth ; and lord Anger called himſelf by the 
name of Good- zeal. 

So upon a market day they came into the market place, 
three luſty fellows they were to look on, and they were 
cloathed in ſheeps ruſſet, which was alſo now in a manner 

as white as were the white robes of the men 

Take beed of Manſoul. Now the men could ſpeak the 
Manſou!, language of Manſoul well. So when they were 
come into the market place, and had offered 

to let themſelves to the tounſmen, they were preſently 
taken up, tor they aſked but little wages, and promiled to 
thei maſters great ſ{crvice, | M 
| Mr 
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Mr Mind hired Prudent-thrifty and mr Godlyfear hi- 
red Goodzeal. True, this fellow Harmleſsmirth did hang 
a little in hand, and could not ſo ſoon get him a maſter as 
the others did, becauſe the town of Manſoul 
was now in Lent, but after a while, becauſe Take heed 
Lent was almoſt out, the lord Willbewill Manſeul. 
hired Harmleſsmirth to be both his waiting- 
man and his lacquie, and thus they got them maſters. 

Theſe villains now being got thus far into the houſes 
of the men of Manſoul, quickly began to do great miſ- 
chief therein; for being filthy, arch and ſly, they quickly 
corrupted the families where they were ; yea, they tainted 
their maſters much, eſpecially this Prudent-thrifty, and 
him they call Harmleſs-mirth. True, he that went under 
the vizir of Goodzeal was not ſo well liked by his maſter, 
for he quickly found that he was but a counterfeit raſcal, 
the which when the fellow perceived, with ſpeed he made 
his eſcape from the houſe, or I doubt not but his maſter 
had hanged him, 

Well, when theſe vagabonds had thus far carried on 
their deſign, and had corrupted the town as much as they 
could, in the next place they conſidered with themſelves, 
at what time their prince Diabolus without, and themſelves 
within the town, ſhould make an attempt to ſeize upon 
Manſoul; and they all agreed upon this, that 
a market-day would be beſt for that work; A day of 
For why? Then will the towns folk be buſy in wor/d/y 
their ways : and always take this for a rule, cumber. 
When people are moſt buſy in the world they 
lealt fear a ſurpriſe. We alſo then, ſaid they, ſhall be a- 
ble, with leſs ſufpicion, to gather ourſelves 
together, for the work of our friends and Take heed 
lords : yea, and in ſuch a day, if we ſhall at- Manſoul. 
tempt our work, and mils it, we may, when 
they ſhall give us the rout, the better hide gurſelyes in the 
creud and eſcape. | 

Theſe things being thus far agreed upon by them, they 
wrote another letter to Diabolus, and ſent it by the hand

Touching the encouragement that your 
greatneſs is pleaſed to give us to continue to deviſe, con- 
trive and ſtudy the utter deſolation of Manſoul that we are 
not ſolicitous about, for we know right well that it cannot 
but be pleaſing and profitable to us to ſee our enemies, and 
them that ſeek our lives to die at our feet, or fly before us. 
We therefore are {till contriving, and that to the beſt of 
our cunning, to make this work moſt . and eaſy to 
your Lorſhips, and to us. 

Firſt, we conſidered of that moſt kelliſhly 
Lect to it cunning compacted threefold project, that by 
Aanſoul, you was propounded to us in your laſt, and 

have concluded, that though to blow them 
up with the gunpowder of pride would do well, and to do 
it, by tempting them to be looſe and vain will help on, 
yet to contrive to bring them into the gulf of deſperation, 
we think will do beſt of all, Now we, who are at your 
beck, have thoughts of two ways to do this: Firſt, we, 
for our parts, will make them as vile as we can, and then 
you with us, at a time appointed, ſhall be ready to fall 
upon them with the utmolt force, And of all the nations 

that are at your whiſtle, we think that an 
Take heed army of Daubters may be the moſt likely to 
Marſaul. attack and overcome the town of Manſoul. 

Thus ſhall we overcome theſe enemies, ele 
the pit ſhall open her mouth upon them, and Deſperation 
ſhall thruſt them down into it. We have alſo, to effect 


this ſo much by us deſired deſign, ſent already three of

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our truſty Diabolonians among them, they are diſguiſed in 
garb, they have changed their names, and ate now accep- 
ted of them, to wit, Covetouſneſs, Laſciviouſneſs, and 
Anger. The'name of Covetouſneſs is changed to Proud. 
thrifty ; and him mr Mind has hired, and is almoſt be- 
come as bad as our friend, Laſciviouſneſs has changed 
his name to Harmleſsmirth, and he is got to be the lord 
Willbewill's Iacquie, but he has made his maſter very wan- 
ton. Anger changed his name into Goodzeal, and was 
entertained by mr Godlyfear, but the peeviſh old gen. 
tleman took pepper in the noſe, and turned our compa- 
nion out of his houſe. Nay, he has informed us ſince, that 
he ran away from him, or elſe his old maſter had hanged 
him up for his labonr. 3 

Now theſe have much helped forward our Los to it 
work and deſign upon Manſoul ; for notwith- Manſeul. 
ſtanding the ſpite and quarrelſome temper of 
the old gentleman laſt mentioned, the other two play their 
buſineſs well, and are like to ripen the work apace. 

Our next project is, that it be concluded, that you come 
upon the town upon a market-day, and that when they 
are upon the heat of their buſineſs, for then to be ſure 
they will be moſt ſecure, and leſt think that 
an aſſault will be made upon them, They Take heed 
will alſo at ſuch a time be leſs able to defend Manſoul. 
themſelves, and to offend you in the proſe- 
cution of cur deſign, And we your truſty (and we are 
ſure your beloved) ones, ſhall, when you ſhall make your 
furious aflault without, be ready to ſecond the buſineſs 
within» So ſhall we, in all likelihood, be able to put Man- 
ſou) to utter confuſion. and to ſwallow them up before 
they can come to themfelyes. If your ſerpentine heads, 
(molt ſubtle dragons) and our highly eſteemed lords, can 
lind out a better way than this, let us quickly know your 


minds.

Well, the drum was beat, and the Diabo- 
lonians were gathered together. | 

Then ſaid Diabolus, O ye ſtout Biabolonians, be it 
known unto you, 'that there is a treachery hatch'd againſt 
us in the rebellious town of Manſoul; for albeit, the town 
is in our poſſeſſion, -as you ſee, yet theſe miſerable Man- 
ſoulians have attempted to dare, and have been ſo hardy 
as yet to ſend to the court to Emmanuel for .

Moreover, when Diabolus had done thus, he went the 
next way up to the caſtle-gates, and demanded that, upon 
pain of death, the gates ſhould be opened to him, and that 
entrance ſhould be given him and his men that followed 
after ; to whom mr Godlyfear replied, (for he it was that 

had the charge of that gate) That the gate 
Satan can- ſhould not be opened to him, nor to the 
not abide men that followed after him.“ He faid more- 
faith. over, That Manſoul when ſhe had ſuffered 
a while, ſhould be made perfect, ſtrengthen- 
ed and ſettled.”

So they conſult what to dog 
now the effe& and concluſion of the council that day, was, 
how they might take the caſtle, becauſe they could not 
conclude themſelves maſters of the town, ſo long as that 
was in the poſſeſſion of their enemies. So one adviſed 
this way, and another adviſed that; but when they could 
not agree in their verdict, Apollyon, that preſident of the 
council ſtood up, and thus he began: My brotherhood 
(quoth he) I have two things to propound unto you, and 
my firſt is this, Let us withdraw ourſelves from the town 
into the plain again, for our preſence here will do us no 
good, becauſe the caſtle is yet in our enemies hands, nor 
is it poſſible that we ſhould take that, ſo long as fo many

Now when we have withdrawn ourſelves into the plain, 
they of their own accord will be glad of ſome little eaſe, 
and it may be, of their own accord, they again may be re- 
miſs, and even their fo being, will give them Fiat 
a greater blow than we can poffibly give Look to it 
them ourſelves.

with the noiſe of our drum, or any other awakening 
means. Only let us lie in the field at a diſtance, and be 
as we regarded them not, (for frights I ſee, do but awa- 
ken them, and make them more ſtand to their arms.) 1 
have alſo another ſtratagem in my head, which is this, You 
know Manſoul is a market town, and a town that delights 
in commerce; what therefore, if ſome of our Diaboloni- 
ans ſhall feign themſelves far countrymen, and ſhall go 
out and bring to the market of Manſoul ſome of our wares 
to ſell, and what matter at what rates they ſell their 
wares, though it be but for half the worth, Now let 
thoſe that yet ſhall trade in their marker, be thoſe that 
are witty and true to us, and I will lay my crown to pawn, 
it will do. There are two that are come to my thoughts 
already, that I think will be arch at this work, and they 
are mr Penny-wiſe Pound-fooliſh, and mr Getith'-hun- 
dred and Loſeith'- ſhire; nor is this man with the Jong 
name at all inferior to the other. What alſo if you join 
with them mr Sweet - world, and mr pre ſent - good, they 
are men that are civil and cunning, but our 
true friends and helpers, Let thoſe, with as Look ro it 
many more, engage in this buſineſs for us, Manſoul. 
and let Manſoul be taken up in much bu- 
ſineſs, and let them grow full and rich; and 
this is the way to get ground of them ; remember ye not, 
that thus we prevailed upon Laodicea, and how many at pre- 
{ent do we hold in this ſoare? Now when they begin to 
grow full, they will forget their miſery, and if we ſhall not 
affright them, they may happen to fall aſleep, and ſo be got 
to neglect their town watch, their caſtle watch, as well as 
their watch at the gates, 
* Yea, may we not by this means, ſo cumber Manſoul 
with abundance, that they ſhall be forced to make of their 
calle a warehouſe, inſtead of a garriſon fortified againſt 
us, 
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us, and a receptacle for men of war. Thus if we get our 
goods and commodities thither, I reckon the caſtle is more 
than half ours. Beſides, could we ſo order it, that that 
ſhould be filled with ſuch kind of wares, then if we made 
a ſudden aſſault upon them, it would be hard for the 

captains to take ſhelter there, Do you not 
Luke 8.14. know that of the parable, * The deceitful. 
chap. 21. neſs of riches choak the word ;* and again, 
34, 35-36. Whea the heart is over-charged with ſurfeit- 

ing and drunkenneſs, and the cares of this life, 
all miſchiefs come upon them unawares. 

Furthermore, my lords, (quoth he) you very well 
know, that it is not eaſy for a people to be filled with 
our things, and not to have ſome of our Diabolonians as 
retainers to their houſes and ſervices. Where is a Man- 
ſoulonian that is full of this world, that has not for his 
ſervants and waiting men, mr Profuſe, or mr Prodigality, 
or ſome other of our Diabolonian gang, as mr Voluptu- 
ous, mr Pragmatical, mr Oſtentation, or the like? 
Now theſe can take the caſtle of Manſoul, or blow it up, 
or make it unſit for a garriſon for Emmanuel, and any 
of theſe will do. Yea, theſe, for ought I know, may do

fountain, that was opened for Judas and Je- Zach. 13. 
ruſalem to waſh in; and there they waſhed, 1. 
and there they made their garments white, 
and they came again to the Prince into the caſtle, and thus 
they ſtood before him. O 

And now there was, muſic and dancing 
throughout the whole town of Manſoul, and Rev. 7.

Then ſpake my lord Willbewill, for
